-Quantity  &  Quality 

No  centre  of  population  in  the  district  (excepting  Y/ardley  already 
adequately  supplied)  is  without  mains  water.  There  are  only  a  few 
isolated  properties  outside  the  range  of  the  water  mains.  Fourteen 
samples  of  mains  water  in  the  district  were  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  received  satisfactory  reports.  None  of  the  mains  water 
supplies  have  plumbo-solvent  characteristics. 

The  City  of  Leicester  Water  Department  and  the  Mid-Northamptonshire 
Water  Board  have  their  own  arrangements  for  sampling  and  examination  of 
water  supplies.  Samples  taken  within  the  area  of  these  two  supplying  ■ 
authorities  were,  therefore,  in  the  nature  of  a  double  check  on  the  quality 
of  supplies.  All  of  the  samples  were  taken  from  supply  and  it  was  not 
practicable  to  take  samples  of  raw  water,  as  the  sources  of  supply  are 
distant  and  adequately  controlled  by  the  supplying  authorities. 

Eight  samples  of  water  from  shallow  wells  were  obtained.  Four  of 
these  samples  were  not  satisfactory  and  action  was  taken  to  improve 
the  quality  or  close  the  supplies. 

There  was  no  shortage  of  water  during  the  year. 

PUBLIC  SWIMMING  BATHS 

There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  in  the  district.  Uppingham 
School  has  its  own  swimming  bath  for  the  use  of  the  boys  and  staff. 

DRAINAGE  &  SEWERAGE 

Progress  with  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  schemes  continued  during 
the  year*.

Ridlington  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  scheme  was  completed  and 
came  into  use.  The  construction  of  a  sev/age  disposal  works  to  replace 
the  old  sewage  farm  in  Uppingham  was  also  completed  and  a  source  of 
pollution  of  the  small  receiving  stream  removed. 

The  provision  of  sewerage  for  the  greater  part  of  the  district  has 
resulted  in  a  steady  rate  of  voluntary  closet  conversions  (helped  by  aid 
under  the  provisions  of  section  47  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936  and 
the  grant  aid  provisions  of  the  Housing  Acts).  However,  where  voluntary 
schemes  for  conversions  do  not  materialize  within  a  reasonable  time,  the 
Council  now  operate  compulsory  powers.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING- 


A  ten-day  refuse  collection  service  was  maintained  during  the  year. 

The  control  of  the  refuse  tip  at  all  times  was  difficult,  due  to  insufficient 
covering  material  and  equipment.  Joining  with  adjoining  local  authorities 
to  provide  an  improved  centralized  refuse  disposal  plant  might  provide  a 
solution  to  this  problem. 


PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949^ 

The  Council  continued  to  participate  in  the  Rutland  County  Joint 
Pest  Control  Scheme,  which  worked  successfully  through  the  year.
